Attempt to Block His Trial Before 
State Board; He Gets a Tem- 
porary Injunction. 


TO PRESS FIGHT ON THE SYSTEM 


Members of the Chicago Architects’ Busi- 
ness association made public new charges 
against David Paul Klafter, architect of the 
collapsed Home theater in Milwaukee avenue. 

They are preparing to press these charges 
in asking for the revocation of Klafter's 
license as an architéct, under the state aw. 
They are determined to rid the state and 
city if possible of what they call Kiafterism 
in their profession. 

Klafter during the day secured a tempo- 
rary injuction restraining the architects’ 
association from pressing bim to trial be- 
fore the state board of examining architects. 
The enjoined organization charges that 
Klafter hopes by this injunction method to 
delay matters until a new state board is ap- 
pointed; that Klafter thinks a new board 
might be more favorably disposed toward 
him. 


One Theater; 18 Violations. 

The charges against Kliafter filed with the 
state board, and made public yesterday, not 
only cite the Home theater as evidence of in- 
competency and recklessness, but also cover 
the case of a new theater at the northwest 
corner of Forty-ninth street and Ashland 
avenue. 

Work was stopped on this building early 
{n October by Building Commissioner Erics- 
son as eighteen vialatlons of the building 
code were charged. It is asserted as it stands 
eonditions would in some respects be more 

angerous than existed at the Irequois the- 

ter ut the time ef the disaster of 1908, Tt 
was the subject of strong @enunctatory re- 
ports by building inspectors. It was planned 
to seat more than 300. 

“I examined the structure, 
Henry R. Baldwin, and feared a collapse 
of the walis at any moment. One building 
inspector told me the sidewalk should be 
fenced in to prevent possible collapse on 
passersby.”’ 

Some Violations Alleged. 

Among the violations charged against the 
construction of the Ashland avenue and 
Forty-ninth street theater are: 

Wooden doors substituted for metal re- 
quired by ordinance. 

Window frames wooden, 
metal. 

Wood used in brick walls to fasten other 
parts of building increasing combustibdil- 
ity. 

Manager's office on the second floor off 
gallery has one door, instead of two; same 
condition caused loss of life in Iroquois 
disaster. 

Aisles do not run directly to exits and 
gallery exits open directly against fire 
escape, reducing stairway width by one- 
half. 2 

Roof and gallery supports project from 
ten to fifteen inches beyond side walls, 
pillars being omitted. 

Gallery ag specified in plans imprac- 
tical because level, so rear was elevated 
albout fourteen feet, which required rais- 
ing front wall much higher than would 
have been permitted. 

Upper rear wall of stage for tMirty-seven 
feet from roof downward only twelve 
inches thick; ordinance forbids this for 
more than twenty-three feet. 

Ventilating system on main floor boxed 
with wooden boards, increasing large 
amount of combustible material in a sup- 
posedly strictly fireproof building. 

Side basement well not of required

WORLD TO BENEFIT 
BY PHTHISIS CURE 


Dr. Friedmann Will Turn Se- 
eret Over to German Gov- 
ernment Scientists. 


ROB PATIENTS OF GERMS. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BERLIN. Jan. 22.~A new turn will be 
given to the heated controversy in the mec- 
ical world as to the merits of a live nonviru- 
lent bacillue as a remedial agent for tuber- 
culosis when Dr. Friedrich Frans Friedmann 
will, according to his announced intention, 
submit his culture to the imperial health au- 
thorities tomorrow. 

Dr. Friedmann’'s announcement of his dis- 
covery before the Berlin Medical society last 
November created a sensation and the fact 
that he refueed to describe his serum, which 
it ie claimed will cure all but the most ad- 
vanced cases of tuberculosis, cast some 
doubts as to the authenticity of his discov- 
ery, although representatives of various gov- 
ernments were sent here to investigate the 
matter. 

Will Quiet Doubting Thomates.“ 

Pr. Frledmann's action in submitting his 
serum before the Imperial medical authori- 
ties tomorrow will afford the first opportunity 
for judgment by scientific medica] circles as 
to its therapeutic value and will close the 
first stage of one of the most bitter contro- 
versies that have raged since the alleged dis- 
covery of Prof. Koch of the tuberculosis 
germ. 

Dr. Friedmann announced that he will turn 
his culture over to the government with the 
suggestion that the imperial authorities des- 
ignate a number of physiciens to whom he 
will, by lectures and demonstrations, instruct 
how to use for the treatment of tuberculosis. 


Extract Germs from Patients. 

In order to win or secure Dr. Friedmann's 
secret some of his brother sclenists resorted 
to extreme measures, as, for example, the 
extraction from patients of the germs which 
Dr. Friedmann had injected and thus sevk- 
ing to get his culture of live, non-virulent 
bacilll.

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TEARNEY SLUGGER 
FINED FOR ATTACK 


Ordered to Pay $50 and Costs 


for Assaulting ‘Tribune’ Re- 
porter at Alderman’s Cafe. 


TWO COMPANIONS FREED. 


A. C. Dea, a chauffeur, was fined $50 yes- 
terday by Municipal Judge John E. Courtney 
for assaulting John Lovett, a reporter for 
Tun TRIBUNE. Dea also was ordered to pay 
costs. Louis Larson and Frank Collins, 
linked in the complaint, were discharged. 

The attack on Lovett occurred on Sunday 
morning, Dec. 20, after the reporter and 
Harold Brown, @ photographer for THE 
TRIBUNE, had taken flashlight exterior pic- 
tures of Ald. “Al” Tearney’s Thirtyfifth 
street café. 

Tearney, who hed been charged with at- 
tacking Brown with a knifeat the same time, 
was permitted to go unpunished by Municipal 
Judge Mahoney severzl weeks ago. The 
testimony developed that former Corgress- 
man Charles S. Wharton, who defended Dea, 
Larson, and Collins, had prepared the de- 
fense in conferences at Tearney's café. 


Fails to Convince Judge. 

Dea, who previously had sought to settle 
the case, concocted a story when forced to 
trial, which failed convince the judge of 
his professed innocence. The alibi offered 
by the two otner defendants, however, caused 
Judge Courtney to hold their identificaticn 
by Lovett and Brown was not complete. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Walker, as- 
sisted by Attorney 8. E. Thomason. con- 
ducted the prosecution. It was on Mr. Wal- 
ker's motion that Larson and Collins were 
discharged. On hie own motion Judge Court- 
ney assessed the fine against Dea. He 
quickly overruled a motion for a new trial, 
A motion to vacate the judgment then was 
made by Attorney Wharton. This was se 
down for hearing next week. 


Never at Scene, They Say. 

Collins and Largon presented an array of 
witnesses to corroberate their statements 
that neither was at the scene of the attack on 
Lovett on the night of the assault. Collins 
said he was at home and Larson said he was 
at a dance a mile or so away. Both denied 
being chauffeurs. Collins said he expected 
to go to work as a railroad detective and Ler- 
gon asserted he was a stenographer for the 
Crane company. 

Dea, who the evidence showed led the gang 
of slugging cha uſteurs in the attack on Lovett 
and Brown and who struck Lovett in the 
mouth with a pair of pliers, admitted being in 
the crowd.

Which Wilt Decide Fate 
of Aegean Islands, 


BIG INDEMNITY TO BE ASKED 


Allies’ Delegates in London Place 
Figure at $200,000,000; Mes- 
lems to Fight Demand. 


PEACE TREATY. in NEAR- FUTURE 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 22.—Turkey to- 
day submitted to the wili of the powers. 

The grand council of the Ottoman empire 
decided to accept the proposals of Europe 
for a peace settlement between Turkey and 
the Balkan allies, 

The acceptance by Turkey of the powers’ 
terms is regarded as meaning the close of 
the Balkan war and the practical end of 
Ottoman rule in Europe. When the final 
terms of peace are signed Constantinople 
will be the only stronghold of the Moslems 
outside of Asia. 

As officially announced, the grand counell 
approved the government's point of view, 
declared its confidence in the sentiments of 
equity voiced by the great powers, and ex- 
pressed their wish to see their promises 
and proposed assistance effectively realized,” 

It also asked the government to exert all 
its efforts to insure in the future the safety 
of the country and the development of ite 
economic interests. 


Points Out Grave Situation. 

The note handed to the porte on Jan. IT by 
the powers called the Ottoman government's 
attention to the grave responsibility it 
would assume if ty resistance to their coun 
sels it should prevent the re€stablishment 
of peace. It would only have itself to ame 
if the prolongation of the war had, as à con- 
sequence, to put in question the fate of the 
capital and perhaps to extend hostilities to 
the Asiatic provinces of the empire. 

The document continued that in that 
the Turkish government could not count 6n 
the success of the efforts of the powers to 
preserve it from the dangers against which 
they had already warned it and which they 
once more warned it to avoid. 

The powers then called the attention of 
the Ottoman government to the fact that 
after the conclusion of peace it would have 
need of the moral and material support of 
the powers to repair the evils of the war, to 
consolidate its position at Constantinople 
and to develop its vast Asiatic territories. 


Might Lose Powers’ Support. 

The note pointed out that the Turkish gow 
ernment could count on the efficacy of the 
benevolent support of the powers only so 
long as it deferred to their counsel, inspifed 
by the general interests of Europe and Tur- 
key: 

The powers then advised Turkey to consent 
to the cession of Adrianople and to leave to 
them the fate of the Aigean islands. 

The question submitted by the Turkish 
government to the grand council tocay was: 

‘Should the recommendations contained in 
the note of the European vowers be accepted. 
or rejected? ”’ 

The government frankly conféesed itself in 
favor of agreeing to the suggestion made 
by the powers. and after a slight discussion 
the assembly decided almost unanimously in

Austria and Italy are 
united fri*their opposition to the occupation 
ot Stutari by Montenegro. 

The Greeks hope to be able to retain Salo- 
nit with the consent of the allies and the 
assistance of the powers, since the town of 
Adrianople and most of the vilayet will go 
to Bulgaria. But the Bulgarians advance the 
game claim, although neither country has a 
majority of the inhabitants of Saloniki. 

The Servian delegation has notified the 
powers that the reported Servian massacres 
of: Albanians in territory occupied by Ser- 
vlan troops are without foundation in fact, 
and that the reports have been spread simply 
for’ the purpose of impelling the powers to en- 
large the boundaries of the new state, on 
the pretext that it will free the Albanians 
from alleged persecutions.

Attorney Takes Before Federal Jurist 
Issue of Validity of Law Creating 
Chicago City Court. ; 


An, attack on the validity of the Municipa 
court act was made in a petition for a writ 
of habeas corpus. filed yesterday in the 
United States District court. The petition 
seeks the release of James B. Campbell, now 
in the county jail on a warrant charging 
him with obtaining $750 under false pre- 
tenses. 

Judge Landis continued the hearing until 
after the state case is disposed of today by 
Municipal Judge Scully. 

According to the complaint, Campbell rep- 
resented himself on Oct. 11, 1910, to be the 
owner of the premises at the southeast corner 
of Fifth avenue and Jackson boulevard. As 
a result. he obtained from William J. New- 
man, a contractor, two pets notes for 
$375 each. 

Attorney Frank H. pave: representing 
Campbell, told Judge Landis the organiza- 
tion known as the Municipal court of Chi- 
cago does not exist, that the act creating 
the court never was legally passed, and that 
the Supreme court of Illinois has do held.“

Physicians Support Bill. 

Action followed addresses by several phy- 
sicians in favor of the proposed national bu- 
reau of health. Dr. C. A. L. Reed of Cincin- 
nati led the forces urging indorseament of the 
bill, although he did not mention the Owen 
bill in particular. 

He was backed by Dr. W. A. Evans, Dr. 
John B. Murphy, Dr. Rachael Yarros, Dr. 
Anna Blount,jand Dr. Mary. McEwen. 

The opposition wus led by Mrs. George W. 
Trout, speaking from the point of view of the 
Christian Scientists. A‘ letter written by 
Mra: Lydia Goonley Ward of New York 8 
tacking the measure was read. 

Dr. Murphy. and Dr. Evans said a national 
health department would be a great step to- 
ward the prevention of disease and the pro- 
tection of the general health of the country. 


Cites Work to Be Done. 

“It concerns the members of this club 
equally or more than it does me.” sald Dr. 
Murphy. A national health department 
could prevent many of the 80,000 deaths an- 
anually from typhoid and the 150,000 from 
tuberculosis.” 

The desire is to cotrdinate the scat- 
tered health ageneies,“ sald Dr. Reed. 
Now we have the public health and marine 
hospital service and the bureau of hygiene 
in the treasury department: the bureau of 
chemistry and the bureau of diseases of 
domestic animals in the agricultural depart- 
ment; the bureau for the inspection of immi- 
grants and the bureau for the welfare of 
children in the department of commerce and 
labor. There are other health agencies tn 
the department of the interior and the de- 
partment of justice. 


Urges Co-ordination of Forces. 

“ All of these are competing against each 
other. They suffer also, from being in an 
unsympathetic environment. The coördt- 
nation of these forces would mean greater 
ecomomy and efficiency. There is to be no 
attempt to regulate the practice of medi- 
cine. What we want is a correlation of the 
national health agencies controlled by an 
administrative body to be presided over by 
a member of the cabinet.“ 

Those opposed to the Owen bill said it fa- 
vored one school of medicine; that it was a 
political and not a health move, and that 
matters were well enough under present 
conditions. It hae taken the club nearly a 
year to dispose of the question of the Owen 
bill.

Submits ‘Vote’ to Committee. 


TRICKY WORDING ALLEGED. 


Ballot Cards Were Marked For or 
Against “Scatteration.” 


Another move was made yesterday in the 
fight to reopen the red light district by 
Michael F. Ryan, who was attorney for the 
United Police. 

Ryan sent to members of the council's 
special committee on vice a letter setting 
forth what he stated to be the result of a 
post card ballot on segregation. 

Members of the committee said, the vote 
was not in any way a vote on this question 
and that the wording of the ballot was twisted 
intentionally so that no voter could express 
himself as opposed to segregation. 


“Scatteration” Catch Word Used. 

For Scatteration and “ AGAINST Scat- 
terstion were the only waye in which the 
voter could have marked his card. It was 
sald ho “ self-respecting’ man would vote 
for the former, although rigidly opposed to 
the recognition of vice by a legalized district. 

In spite of this, the letter signed by Ryan, 
who is the son of Capt. Michael Ryan of the 
Twenty-second street district, contained the 
following: 

“We have received in round numbers about 
11,000 replies, or—to be atcurate—up to date 
11,617. Out of that number 9,204 were In favor 
of segregation, leaving a balance of 2,323 in 
favor of the situation agit now is.“ 


One in Nine Replies? 

The 11,617 replies said to have been re- 
ceived were the result of 100,000 letiters sent 
out with inclosures at an estimated cost of 
$5,000 under the cloak of.a small magazine 
that has been so financially shaky that low 
salaried employée have had difficulty in ob- 
taining thelr money. The letter admitted 
“it wae’ figured” that 50,000 letters would 
not be answered. 

If-Ryan appears before the vice committee 
he will be asked to show that even 11,000 
bona fide replies were received and he will 
face a demand that he tell who advanced 
the §5,000 for his campaign. If he refuses 
it was sald the committee will refuse to hear 
him.

utive session of the committee. Against the 
wishes of Chairman Pitjo, the committee re- 
iterated its decision directing him and Coun- 
sel Samuel Untermyer to make arrange- 
ments for Mr. Rockefeller's examination. 

Mr. Pujo after the executive session said 
he would arrange with the counsel! for Mr. 
Rockefeller and endeavor to make the ex- 
amination as soon as the committee con- 
cludes its oral hearings. Mr. Rockefeller now 
is at Palm Beach, Fla. 

Dr. Walter F. Chappell, personal physician 
to Mr. Rockefller, verified his affidavit thet 
an examination of his patient might cause 
serious physical results. 


Doctor Tells of Ailments. 

Dr. Chappell said Mr. Rockefeller suffered 
from four separate conditions. First, he 
said, he was subject to spasms of the larynx 
which cut off the air from his lungs. Such 
spasms, the doctor said, were brought about 
by excitement. Second, he said, the patient 
suffered from cedema of the larynx. The third 
condition was laryngeal hemorrhages. The 
fourth was an irritation of the larynx likely 
to be brought on by attempts to speak. 

Chairman Pujo offeréd other members of 
the committee an opport nity to examine Dr. 
Chappell. Representative Neeley of Kansas 
said: 

I have no questions to ask, but probably I 
shall have a statement to make later. Thisis 
a most extraordinary proceeding.” 


Fears Effect of Spasms. 

Representative Byrnes of South Carolina 
took up the examination. 

“You know Dr. Richardson, the commit- 
tee’s specialist, said Mr. Rockefeller would 
be able to stand an hour’s examination?" he 
asked. 

Tes; but Dr. Richardson never saw Mr. 
Rockefeller in one of these laryngeal spasms. 
Mr. Rockefeller has not talked for more 
than twenty minutes since hie last opera- 
tion. 

Do you think if several members of the 
committee went to Mr. Rockefeller and had 
the reporter sit at his elbow and examined 
him with the utmoet courtesy he could stand 
a brief examination?“ asked Representative 
Neeley. 

No, I should advise against it. The pos- 
sibility of the effort bringing on one of those 
spasms would forbid it, in my mind, said 
Dr. Chappell. 


Broker Tells Loan Methods. 

Following Dr. Chappell's examination WH. 
liam J. Wollman, a New York broker, was 
questioned by Mr. Untermyer as to the prac- 
tice of brokers collecting interest on Stock 
carried for customers after the stock had 
been lent to other customers at interest. 

“Do you keep a customer’se stock sepa- 
date? asked Mr. Untermyer. 

Not unless it ie fully paid for,“ Mr. Woll. 
man replied. 

Then as long as a man owes anything it's 
kept with your stock, to be used by you. It's 
in the general pot, is it not? 

“ Yes, that’s right.” 

Mr. Untermyer got the witness to testify 
that it was the custom of brokers to take 
the stock of a customer, lend it out, and con- 
tinue to take the interest from the customer. 


Double Interest Charged. 

Then zou lend out the securities and keep 
on charging the customer interest on the 
stock just as if it was there? he acked. 

“Yes. But the customer expects that. 
He accepts that aa one of the customs of the 
business, said Mr. Wollman. 

Discussing stock exchange transactions, 
Mr. Wollman said that during the last five 
years the business of trading in stocks had 
become more an investment business and 
less a speculative business. 

There are probably 500,000 more stock- 
holders in the country than there were five 
years ago, he said. 

Mr. Wollman said he believed the elimina- 
tion of short selling '’ and manipulation 
would be harmful. He thought “ specula- 
tion was a good thing.“

The barley was in transit from Minneapolis 
to Newport News, Va., for export. 

Seized Article “Feed Barley.” 

The grain is what is known commercially 
as feed barley.” It is supposed to be placed 
on the market solely for cattle feed, but 
there is nothing to prevent its being sold for 
human consumption. 

The government charges that the barley is 
adulterated with screenings and weed seeds. 
This is in violation of section 7 of the pure 
food and drugs act, which prohibits the re- 
duction of quality and strength of any article 
of food in interstate commerce. 


“Mixed with Foul Weeds“ 

According to Food Inspector Garner, the 
seized bariey is a mixture of barley and foul }- 
weeds.” Prosecution of the case was placed 
in the hands of Assistant United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Frederick Dickinson.

SAYS J. B. FORGANIN SECRET. 


Behind Locked Dobra Chicago Banker 
Tells of Working “Agreement” to 
Swing Big Deals. 


James B. Forgan, president of the First 


National bank, last night told members of | 


the Ilfmots Bankers’ association that there 
is no money trust. Only the general tenor 
of his address may be referred to, for re- 
porters were barred from the banquet room 
in Blackstone hotel and Mr. Forgan de- 
clined to give out his speech or quotations. 
He sald he spoke in secret because he is to 
appear soon before the Pujo committee in 
Washington. 

Several members of the association indt- 
cated to reporters the run of the speech to 
some extent. It was stated Mr. Forgan re- 
viewed the recent address of President Elect 
Wilson at the dinner of the Chicago Com- 
mercial club here and gaid that while the 
business men in the main agreed with the 
remarks of the governer in general, excep- 
tions were made to certain paragraphs, 
namely, on monopolies, money trusts, and 
rates of interest. 

He said when large deals were concerned 
that if one company or interest could 
not handle it, several were combined to 
‘swing the proposed deal. He denied this 
was a trust, asserting it was but simply 
a working agreement.”*

It was intimated several times during the 
session that ulterior motives entered into 
the delay. Possibly some of the comments 
took effect, for a special meeting of the 
committee Was Called by telegrams late yes- 
terday afternoon for 10 o’clock this morning, 
in striking contrast to.the slow progress of 
"the last year. The reason for the hurry was 
not given in the messages. 


Alderman Sees a Purpose.“ 

In commenting on the delay yesterday Ald. 
Martin charged that it had “a purpose.” At- 
torney Alfred Austrian 8 the matter had 
been delayed “ advisedly. 9, Hg Sa charged 
that the first set of specifications on which 
bids were requested were such that no one 
would submit an offer. He then added that 
those specifications were prepared by Frank 
Solon, superintendent of streets. 

He is qualified to prepare the specifica- 
tions as much as I am-«no more and no less 
added Mr. Austrian. 

Jam accused cf drawing the planes re- 
plied Mr. Solon. I did not.“ 

When Mr. Austrian was asked why he did 
not substantiste his charge he replied: 
“ What's the use? The committee knows 
Mr. Solon's engineer testified here that Mr. 
Solon did prepare the specifications. It is in 
the stenographic record.“ 

Ald. Martin placed the blame upon the com- 
mittee antthe law department. Corporation 
Counsel Sexton later appeared before the 
committee to defend his department. 


Sexton Defends Department. 

I am cpposed to delay for the sake of de- 
lay. and this garbage question has not been 
delayec by me.” he said. It takes a reason- 
able amount of time to decide the questions 
asked of us. The matter has been before the 
committee for a Icng time, and I can’t see 
any material progress has been made. The 
whole question hag not been submitted to 
us for an opinion, 

“You asked two questions on Mondav 
which we have not been able to investigate 
thorcughiy in writing. but [I am here to ex- 
press offhand opinions that I may not be 
properly charged with causing a delay.“ 

‘The cause for the delay has been that 
the specifications stipulated that the city 
should buiid the docks and erect the build- 
ing.“ said Chairman Richert. That plan 
was all right when the specifications were 
prepared, Since then the revenue of the city 
has been reduced. We cannot now find the 
money tc put up the building. It is impos- 
sible.” 


Two Withdraw from Contest. 

More than a year ago the Chicago Reduc- 
tion company asked the council for a three 
year extension of its contract, by which it 
receives $47,500 a year from the city for dis- 
posing of the garbage. It was decided not te 
extend that contract. The committee or- 
dered specifications prepared and bids re- 
quested. None were received. 

Amended specifications were used to get 
new bide. The Ilinols Rendering company, 
F. Cowtn, and Gindele Bros. submitted prices. 
The first offered to pay the city $20,000 a year 
for the garbage. The 
site, construct docks, and erect the buliding 
according to the specifications. It is now 
estimated those things would cost nearly 
$300,000. Cowin and Gindele have withdrawn 
from the contest because of the delay.

Witnegses Tell of Penalties Imposed on 
Exhibiters Whe Lease from the Inde- 
pendent Exchanges. 


New York, Jan. 22.—Testimony that by 
September, 1911, the moving picture trust 


had gained control of practically the entire 


business of leasing moving picture films 
to New York theaters was introduced by the 
government today in its suit to dissolve the 
alleged combination of the Motion Picture 
Patents company and its affiliations. 

Willlam Pelzer, treasurer of the General 
Film company, one of the defendants, ad- 
mitted his company had to receive per- 
mission from the Motion Picture Patents 
company before it could leased films, and 
must discontinue to lease upon orders from 
the Patents company. He said he had re- 
ceived and obeyed thousands of such orders 

He testified that exhibitors who lease films 
from independent agencies can get no 
films from his company until they promise 
to be good,” or they are fined and their films 
withheld until the finee are paid. 

Louis Rosenbum. general manager of 
the Greater New York Film company, said 
his company is the only independent one that 
is able to get Ulms of the trust tcday. It 
obtains them under a court injunction, se- 
cured after his company had refused to sell 
out to the trust, Rosenblum explained.

whether smallpox can be air borne or not. 
The proof that it is, is largely based on 
observations made in 1881. Opinions based 
on work done thirty years ago are not of 
much value. Chapin sums up as follows: 
“The evidence in favor of the aerial trans- 
mission of smalipox from hospitals is so 
slight that it should never influence a mu- 
nicipality in its selection of a hospital site. 
The suecess of Edinburgh, New York, many 
German cities; and the Pasteur hospital iu 
Paris in caring for smallpox in connection 
with other diseases and even in the same 
building with other patients indicates that 
the theory of aerial infection has little basis 
in fact.

Smallpox is spread by close contact with 
a person who has the disease. Contact such 
as that common on street cars and railroad 
trains is sufficiently close for some people, 
but not-for all. An unvaccinated milkman 
delivering milk at the kitchen of the small- 
pox hospital in Chicago contracted smallpox 
once upon a time. It was never proved 
that he went into the hospital. 

What secretion spreads the disease we do 
not know. We have no information proving 
it to be scabs or scales on the one hand, or 
nose or mouth secretions on the other. 

— 

The dimculty in controlling smallpox since 
1898 has been the mild cases. When aman 
has smallpox he has some sort of a sore 
Even the mildest 
None of the cases ends in 
“eolds” or some other mild, deceiving form 
of sickness. However, the smallpox sores 
may be so few and the fever and aches 
which precede or follow them so mild that 
the man thinks his blood out of order.“ It 
does not occur to him that so mild a disease 
could possibly be smallpox. He may have 
four days of fever and aches and then break 
out here and there. He feels much better 
than when he had fever, but his sores are a 
little too sore for him to go to work, so he 
visits around for the rest of the week. 

These mild cases are just as contagious 
as the more violent ones. In fact in our 
part of the country 90 per cent of the small- 
pox is spread by these walkers.

AYMOND POINCARE, the new presi- 

dent of the French republic, is the 

first of its line of chief magistrates 

to be extremely fond of horse racing, 

which he thoroughly understands. 
But he is stil fonder of his animal pets, and 
his constant companions in the roomy Hbrary 
of his residence on the Avenue des Champs 
Elysées have been for years a beautiful 
collie answering to the name of Scot, and 
a magnificent Siamese cat of the name of 
Gri-Gri,. who live together in perfect 
amity, Without ever quarreling, Scot sleeping 
at night on a rug beside his master's bed, 
while Gri-gri sleeps on the latter, at its 
master’s feel. 

They ate a source of constant and never 
failing interest to Poincare, especially the 
cat, probably the greater favorite of the two. 
For there is no guile in the dog, which is 
as honest as most of its kind; whereas the 
cat, according to France's new president, 
possesses a complex character, am extraor- 
dinary blend of defects and qualities, com- 
parable only to a brilliant, witty, and not 
particularly scrupulous woman.

The new Chinese ee while abolishing 
the Order of the Double Dragon, which the 
emperors were wont to bestow upon dis- 
tinguished foreigners, has followed the ex- 
ample of the republic of France in founding 
other orders of knighthood inits place. The 
principal one of these is the Order of the 
Chii-Ho, or the Order of the Flowering Rice 
Plant, and the rice plant constitutes the prin- 
pal feature of the Insignia. Et is to be be- 
stowed not only upon foreigners, but aleo 
upon natives whom the republic wishes to 
honor. It is divided into five classes, the first 
of which is restricted to foreign royalties, 
and to the greatest dignitaries of foreign 
states, and of the Chinese republic. Unlike 
most European orders of knighthood, the hue 
of the ribbon varies with each of the five 
classes. 

It remains to be seen what measures the 
republic will adopt with regard to those 
foreigners who already possess the Double 
Dragon. Either it may lssue an edict permit- 
ting them to continue to wear it, or else it 
may ask its porsessors to exchange it for the 
Order of the Bloseoming Rice Plant. 

Uniess the Chinese government moves in 
the matter the foreign members of the Dou- 
ble Dragon will no longer be able to wear 
the insignia at any European court, where a 
pretty strict rule is in force against the dis- 
play on official occasions of the insignia of 
orders of knighthood of dynasties that have 
gone out of existence. In fact, on one occa- 
sion, when Don Carlos of Bourbon, the broth- 
er-in-law of King Alfonso of Spain, wore at 
some state function of the court of Madrid 
am order which had been bestowed upon him 
by his father’s elder brother, the late ex- 
King Francis of Naples, the Italian ambarsa- 
dor took exception and lodged an official pro- 
test.

I “Set store” by fish 
flakes, which come in 10 cent cans and which 
can be used in 80 ny waye—creamed over 
toast and with mashed potatoes or rice in cro- 
quettes. Pop corn, too, is one of my food items. 
It is nutritive and also serves as “ fodder.” For 
me a good quality of condensed milk is less ex- 
pensive than fresh milk at 32 cents a gallon. 

Where one has been accustonied to a full 
table surrounded by a large family the greatest 
danger in living alone lies in the loss of appe- 
tite. To my great surprise, I have been ready 
the past months not only to ask a blessing on 
my simple fare but, even more, to return thanks 
when I have eaten for the appetite that does 
not fail me and which makes my “dinner of 
n palatable and satisfying.

From an “Office Girl. 


I have noticed in your column that most of 
the experiences are from heads of families, so 
here is one from an office girl with a salary of 
$9 a week: 

I have been 3 dependent upon myself 
for the last year, and this is the careful way I 
divide my means. I pay $56.50 a week for board, 
including room and lunches, which I put up 
every morning myself. These lunches consist 
of two sandwiches, cake, and fruit. I live buta 
fifteen minutes’ walk from the office, so that I 
do not have an extra expense of carfares. At 
noontime I read or go out for a walk, while the 
other girls go to the stores for candy and pea- 
nuts. 

I never buy fads, although sometimes itseems 
awfully hard to keep from it. My suits and 
coats are always the plainest, so that they will 

be serviceable later on for work. Last fall I 

de arrangements with a tailor. to make my 
fait cheaper, and in return I sent him eight 
girls from the office as customers. 

My evenings are spent mostly at home sew- 
ing or reading. My health comes first of all, 
but in ease of sickness I receive my salary just 
the same, because I belong to a benefit associa- 
tion, paying 36 cents monthly.
